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RESEARCH 


Ontario spends in excess of 
eight million dollars per year 
on research to help the farmer 
produce improved products 
more efficiently and in 
greater variety, to benefit the 
consumer. 














Ontario, a large, mid-continent province 
covering 220,219,000 acres, extends nearly 
1,350 miles from the Quebec border to 
Manitoba. Only 9% of this area is used for 
agricultural purposes, employing some 7% 
of the Province’s approximately 7 million 
people. 









As well as being Canada’s leading indus- 
trial province, Ontario tops all provinces in 
income from the sale of farm products, in 
1968 accounting for 30.2% of the Canadian 
total. 
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In 1936 an Ontario farmer produced enough 
food for himself and 11 other people. In 
1960 it was 25 people and in 1968, 41 
people. During this time the number of farm- 
ers decreased by 40%. 
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7% of Ontario’s people live on farms. 


Nearly 35% of the total work force of 
Ontario is employed in industries dependent 
on farming, either supplying goods and ser- 
vices or moving products from farm to con- 
sumer. 
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The average person eats over 3/4 of a ton o 
food per year. 
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
